The county now produces 28,-
000,000 pounds of milk fat, an-
nually, an increase of 12 percent
during the past year. Approxi-
mately 65,500,000 gallons of mar-
ket milk was sold in the year, an
increase of three percent. Ice
cream sold amounted to 7,500,

000 gallons, a galn of four per-

cent the previous year. About
3,000,000 pounds of butter and
2,500,000 pounds of cheese were
made.
